‘Servlr’ gives violent expression to 
the new spirit of patriotic Tervor that 
has been growing in France’ tor sev¬ 
eral years, especially in the younger 
generation, and which revealed itself 
dramatically at the time of the Agad¬ 
ir incident. It shows In the form 
of a parable, the overcoming of the 
antimilitarism which was rife In 
France a tew years ago by love of 
la patHe. - 

The two chief characters—or rather 
types, for they are merely mouth¬ 
pieces of opposing eentlment—are an 
old colonel, played by M. Guitry, and 
his son. The colonel, on his forced 
retirement under the age limit, felt 
that he must atill serve his country.

In the last part of the previous 
chapter we see Abraham dwelling at 
Beeraheba, the well of the oath, hav¬ 
ing made<a covenant with Abimeloch. 
There he called, on the /name of Jo- 
hoxah, and fbr the first time we have 
the oaroy of the everlasting .God. 
which carries da on to Pa. xe, 2; Isa. 
*1. 28. Every new name of God has 
some new revelation of Himself. 

The everlasting God not only telle 
,us that lie Ib from everlartlug to ever¬ 
lasting, but He loves with everlasting 
love and carries-us In H'a everlasting 
arms and is always the same Jehov¬ 
ah. (Jer. xxxl.-S; Deut. xxxlll.JT). 
Whether He blesses us. or tries us. Ho 
Is the same God -of love. For years 
the heart of Abraham had been made 
glad by this boy this beloved son for 
whom he had waited full twenty-five 
years, and now he Is commanded to 
offer him for a burnt offering. There 
Is nothing quite like this in all the 
Bible story. The demand seems over¬ 
whelmingly awful, but God Is love, and 
God la faithful, and Abraham knew It. 
The New Testament record Is that, 
knowing the promise and being cer¬ 
tain that God would somehow fulfill It, 
even If He had to raise Isaac up from 
the dead. Hi; did receive him froin 
the dead in a figure (Heb. xl. 17-19).

The Winnipeg market has 
been relatively stronger as prices 
are only l%c. down but this is main¬ 
ly because trading here is of a very 
small volume. With a continuance 
of heavy world's shipments and fav¬ 
ourable crop conditions It will be dif¬ 
ficult to prevent prices dragging low¬ 
er during the next few weeks; Trad¬ 
ing will likely be quiet for the next 
week as traders are showing a dis¬ 
position to wait for the United States 
Government report Issued March 19th, 
giving an estimate of grain In farmers 
hands on* March 1st, Ln the United 
States. This 1 b an important feature 
in the wheat trade and already var¬ 
ious guesses are being made as to 
what the quantity will be. Should 
the estimate he much larger t-han us¬ 
ual it would naturally have a depress¬ 
ing effect on prices and the opposite 
if smaller than looked for. The 
guesses so far run* from 130,000,000, 
bushels to 165,000,000 bushels. 'the 
reserves last y6ar were 122,000,000 
bushels. A March reserve of 130,000,- 
000 bushels would not materially 
change the situation but with a re¬ 
serve of 140,000,000 bushels or over 
markets would likely have a break. 
It would not be surprising however If 
the limited range of the price move¬ 
ment experienced -the past few tnonths 
would continue until the spring shift¬ 
ing of whiter carried stocks permits 
a line on the disposition of the present 
supplies although there may be a 
broader swing to the market after 
the United States Government makes 
known the reserves. If these are 
large, as generally seems to be ex¬ 
pected despite -the heavy primary re¬ 
ceipts. bearishness may gather fig¬ 
ure. especially if the winter wheat 
condition maintains Its present prom¬ 
ise. At the same time it must not be 
forgotten that present prices In North 
America are closely adjusted to a 
world basis and the establishment of 
a permanently lower level in this 
Country ite* bound up with a similar 
decline m the markets of the world.
